The residents of the city o 
East Jordan and the surrounding 
area are demanding less danger- 
ous and more efficient means of 
transportation across the Jordan 
river,

A 1923 report of the Charle- 
voix county board of supervisors 
says: ‘The sum of $1000 was ap- 
propriated to complete the 

_ bridge across the South Arm, at 
East Jordan.” 


Since then it has been repair- 
ed from time to time to make it 
“safe.” Work has been done to 
prevent the bridge from falling 
down or being washed out — or 
to strengthen it against increas- 
ed use. —-- 


Perhaps the bridge will last 


another 32 years with constant ~ 


fussing over it. 


Further repair to make it safe 
for transportation would be 
something like putting new elec- 


tric poles in where the old ones 
are, to give more light to the 
city. Which, naturally, is fool- 
ish. 

_ The real problem is not to 
make the old bridge safe, but to 
construct a new bridge that will 
adequately handle our increased 
traffic —-one that is large en- 
ough to handle future city de-. 
velopment. 


In the last few years almost 
every segment of our city life 
has expanded-around. the most 
important link of all — an old, 


inadequate, unsightly, dangerous— 


bridge that ferries the life blood 
of our city 24 hours a day. 


Development of. East Jordan’s 
west side — if nothing else — 
has turned the bridge into an in- 
creasingly dangerous and costly 
bottleneck for our residents, 


Within the last five years the 
west side has been able to boast 


about having a new factory, a 
new green house, a doctor’s of- 


fice, an expanding tourist park, . 


a city owned recreation field, a 
municipal disposal plant, an au- 
tomatic laundry, a lumber yard, 
a rapidly developing sportsmen’s 
park, many new homes, improv- 
eh. grocery stores and access to 
one ofthe territory’s fastest 
growing summer vacation areas 
—along M-66 north. 


This development has skyroc- 
keted daily use of the old bridge 
since -80 percent of the retail 
‘merchants, churches, the school 
and other businesses and facto- 
ries are on the east side of the 
river. 


Other factors leading to in- 
creased use of ‘the bridge are 
greater east side employment, 
greater use of trucks in business, 
an expanding school enrollment 

sd—inereasing touris 


How long would you stand for 
our school, our hospital, our city 
lighting system, or our commun- 
ication service remaining un- 
changed for 32 years? Not very 
long!

Today, that old.bridge carries 
a large number of our passen- 
ger cars, our trucks, the Grey- 
hound bus, our school buses, our 
fire trucks, and every single 
visitor wha comes to have a 
look at our ‘‘modern commun- 
ity.” 

The days are short when we 
will have reached the point 
where further development of 
East Jordan will depend greatly 
upon more efficient transporta- 
tion across the Jordan river. . 


It has been said that: “We'll 
sweat a long time before we get 
the state of Michigan to con- 
struct a new bridge across the 
Jordan River.”

BONN, GERMANY — “Auf 
Wiedersehen . . . Auf Wieder- 
sehen!’ shouted the Wullenwe- 
ber family from the railway 
platform as my train pulled out 
of Bonn’s station three years 


ago. On this climatic note end- 


ed a rich summer as Holland, 
Michigan’s Community Ambas- 
sador living in a tiny village on 
the Rhine and coming to know 
Frau and Herr Wullenweber as 


“Mama” and “Papa” and An- 
a, Lizi, and Karl as “sisters” 
and “brother.” 
“Hallo . . . Hallo!” shouted 


the - Wiallenweber family six 
weeks ago as I raced up the 
front walk. On this joyful note 
began a new chapter in our lives 
together and a year's study in 
Bonn University as a Rotary 
Foundation Fellow. 


Once inside the familiar home 
it seemed three weeks instead of 
three years since we had talked 
and eaten and laughed and lived 
together. There was the same 
warmth in Mama’s voice, the 
“jame* fough affection_in Papa’s 
brusque hospitality, the same 
friendliness in Karl's quiet mans 
ner, the same winsomeness in 
Angela’s bashful eyes and the 
3ame rosy blush on Lizi’s cheeks 
—and through the window was 
to be seen the same Rhine, wind- 
ing its age old way to the sea. 
Only the dog, Chiki, seemed to 
save grown a little older and lit- 
tle stiffer with the vears. 

In the days that. followed, 
however, there were differences 
‘o be noted—changes that re- 
flected the rapidly changing face 
xf the West Germany Republic. 
More ships raced by loaded with 
products of Germany’s ¢Xpand- 
‘ng factories. There was more 
food on the table and more mo- 
rey in the pocket, indicative of 
Germany’s sky-rocketing pros- 
perity.

neva — Germany looks to Ike as 
the World’s most powerful sin- 
gle force in building peace. 

Germany’s expanding indus- 
tries remind one of a colt feel- 
ing his oats and racing in bursts 
of dazzling speed through op2n 
fields, cognizant of his heritage 
and of his capacity soon to run 
as fast as the fastest. To try to 
shackle a Kentucky colt would 
be more successful than to try 
to suppress the inevitable re- 
surgence of post-war Germany. 
One can only work to make this 
potent force a positive power in 
-preserving peace rather~than a 
eontributive factor in precipi- 
tating another holocaust. Both 
possibilities are there. 

Amid the changes there was 
much that remained the same. 
The German genius for friend- 
ship and for deriving rich en- 
joyment from little things was 
as captivating as ever. 

Taking a stroll in the woods, 
crunching a fresh roll, and soak- 
ing in-a hot bath have become 


adventures in my new home, Ne-— 


ver before have I so thoroughly 
enjoyed life’s simplest pleasures, 
My first night in Udorf we sat 
for hours around a dining room 
table drinking Bowle (a deli- 
cious mixture of Rhine wine and 
fresh fruit) and enjoying Ge- 
mutlichkeit, an intranslatable 
description of the warmth of 
good fellowship that is a com- 
fortable as an old shoe, yet as 
elegant as a glass slipper.

THREE YEARS ago I had 
been a long time in breaking 
through the barrier between 
guest (sie) and member of the 
intimate circle (du) in order to 
share in the Gemutlichkeit. To- 
day I better understand why. 

One day Papa Wullenweber 
ripped open his shirt to reveal 
a shriveled right chest — the re- 
sult of a World War I American 
bayonet. Then he described the 
family’s sufferings during 
World War Il; Time has héated” 
the gaping wounds -but—nothing 
will ever erase the scars war has 
inflicted on the German people. 
“WE HAVE. HAD ENOUGH!” 
is written on their scarred bod- 
ies, renovated homes, troubled 
memories, and hopeful prayers. 

This, then, is Germany 1955.

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Probably few players have 

ever been so underrated or so 
abused by iLions fans as blond 
Bobby Layne. 
--He received few cheers for 
leading Detroit to three succes- 
sive Western Division titles and 
two straight World Champion- 
ships. He has been given some 
uncalled boos and unjust criti- 
cism for the Lions’ downspin this 
year. 

Yet Bobby is the heart and 
the guts of the Lions. I consider 
him the ‘backbone of the team. 
Without him the, Lions stutter 
and stall. With him they always 
have a fighting chance. 

For Bobby is the kind of a 
player who holds a team togeth- 
er. He has great confidence in 
himself and it exudes to his team 
mates when the going gets tough. 
He keeps their spirits from flag- . 
ging when they’re trailing on the 
scoreboard. 

MONEY PLAYER 

Bobby thrives under pressure 
as exidenced by his excellent 
come-from-behind direction of 
the victory over the Baltimore 
Colts in the last few minutes a 
couple of weeks ago. 

More spectacular was his long 
pass that brought Detroit the 
world’s title over the Cleveland 
Browns by a slender point in 
1953. 

I consider Layne the greatest 
quarterback I ever teamed with. 

While he may not be the most 
outstanding passer in the league, 
he’s the best running signal call- 
er, being particularly adept on 
the option play. 

He never gets rattled and, un-/ 
like so many other quarterbacks, 
he is not afraid to “eat” the ball 
if his receivers are covered and 
he cannot run. Whereas others i 
will keep fading backwards be- 
fore the onrushing linemen, los- 
ing valuable-yardage when they | 
are spilled, Bobby simply puts! 
kis head down, tucks the ball in; 
and takes his medicine. 

But the record speaks for ite 
self. In seven and a half seasons: 
of professional play, including , 
his freshman season with the -

the now defunct New York Bull-' 
dogs, Bobby has gained 16338 
yards rushing in 391 attempts 
for an average of 4.1 per carry, 
cuite a record for a passer. 
TWO SHY OF RECORD 

In passing, he has completed 
966 of 2.008 attempts for 13,- 
863 yards, an average of 6.9 
yards per throw. He also has 
pitched 109 touchdown passes. 

These figures, incidentally, 
are through the seventh game of 
the season only and do not in- 


clude Sunday’s tilt at Pittsburgh. 
sity. It promises to be a fascin- 


ating year as we watch a new

In 1951, which seemingly was 
his best season, Layne gained 
290 yards rushing in 61 attempts 
for a 4.8 average, and completed 
162 of 332 passes for 2,403 
yards, an average of 7.2 per 
throw. His longest gain was for 
63 yards, he had only 17 inter- 
ceptions and he threw 26 touch- 
down passes, only two shy of the 
@il-time record. 

As a footnote, Bobby threw 
his 2,000th pass in the Balti- 
more game of two weeks ago, a 
mark exceeded only by the un- 
touchable 3,000-plus of the great 


Sammy Baugh. Ironically, num- |. 


ber 2,000 was intercepted.
